Broke Record On 
Australian Hop

LONDON, July tl.—King George 
has sent congratulations to the Aus- 
tralian and American airmen led by 
Captain Charles Kingsford-Smith, 
who landed the plane Southern 
Cross at Cdoydon air field after a 
record breaking 12,000 mile jour-

The elapsed time of the trip, from 
the Australian coast to the English 
coast, was 12 days, 21 hours and 18 
minutes, Forty-five minutes more 
were required for the machine to 
reach Croydon.

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UNCLE AND 
NIECE MAY 
NOT MARRY 


is is Ruling of Mr. Jus- 
tice Ford on Strange 
Law Suit 


A marriage between an uncle and 
his niece, or an aunt and her nephew 
cannot be lawfully solemnized in the 
province of Alberta, whether or not 
the parties are domiciled in this prov- 
ince or elsewhere. This was the find- 
ing of Mr. Justice Ford in the dispute 
which arose following the refusal of 
Donald Mackie, registrar of vital sta- 
tistics to issue a marriage license tc 
Karl Seidler, who proposed to marry 
his niece, The judgment, which con- 
tains ten pages, is a carefully consider- 
ed one, dealing as it does with the 
early Ecclesiastical laws of England ar 
regards “prohibited degrees’, 

Asks License 

On May 20 last, Karl Seidler applied 
to Donald Mackie, for a marriage 
license, . Mr, Mackie refused to issue 
the license on the ground that the 
person whom the applicant intended 
to marry was within the prohibited 
degrees of matrimony by virtue of be- 
ing the niece of the applicant, his sts- 
ter's daughter, 

An application was made before Mr 
Justice Ford for a mandamus to com- 
pel the issyance of the license, but 
after hearing Abe W. Miller for the 
plaintiff and W. S. Gray, K.C., for 
the attorney-general’s department, 
ruling was made in favor of the Regis- 
trar, Later, at the request of Mr. 
Miller, whose co-religionists, t. Jew- 
ish people, desired a written judgment 
on the matter, Mr. Justice Ford has 
complied with the judgment handed 
down today. 

After ciling the carly statutes of 
Henry VIII, which provided against 
“the sonne to marye his aunte, be- 
ing his father’s or mother’s sister,” 
Mr. Justice Ford deals with what is 
known at Lord Lyndhurst’s Aet, Mr 
Justice Ford says in part: “Since Lord 
Lyndhurst’s Act at least it is not open

to question that the Table of Pro-| 


hibited Degives as set out in Arch- 
bishop Parker's Table of 1563 (and 
which are printed in the Book of 
Common Prayer of the Church 
England) are the degrees within which 
marriages are prohibited by the Law 
of England. There can be no question 
that this Act is in force in Alberta 
and since the Matrimonial Causes Act 
of 1857 has been held to be in force 
in this province there can be no dif- 
ficulty in declaring the nullity of such 
marriages.” 
Law Differs 

The judgment further points out 
that not all of the Ecclesiastical Law 
of England which is part of the Com- 
mon Law of England was in- 
troduced into the Northwest Ter- 
ritories, but there is no doubt that the 
law as to prohibited degrees of mar- 
riage a5 well as the laws of divorce 
was introduced. It is further pointed 
out that Chief Justice Harvey of the 
Appellate division has already ;‘ven # 
decision in Gray versus the Nationa) 
Trust Company in which it was heic 
that a marriage between an uncle and 
niece was obsolutely null and yoid 

It is interesting to note, the judg- 
ment continues, that by the Civil Cod¢ 
of the province of Quebec marriages 
are prohibited between uncle and 
niece and between aunt and nephew
